Scaling up a_seven-and-a-half-mile 
gossamer burro trail to the 10,080- 
foot summit of Mt. Baldy on a Har- 
ley-Davidson “Sport Model’ motorey- 


cle.ia the seemingly unbelievable feat 


accomplished Wednesday by Jack 
Fletcher and John Hdwin Hogg. The 
climb had never before been made 
by anything other than mountain- 
eers afoot and with burros. 


The trail to the summit of Baldy | 


is long, hard and steep. Above Bear 
Flat, two miles from Camp Baldy, 
water, the recent hot 
weather having melted all the snow, 
Then in a single mile it rises 2000 
feet by a series of zigzags up a per- 
pendicular cliff over a surface strewn 
with loose rocks and crumbled gran 
ite. This portion is known as Hard 
Scramble ridge, and it is just that!

Hughes Courses. Many Phases 
of Agriculture Studied. 





The two weeks’ course” in the 
“Teaching, Supervision and Admin- 
istration of Smith-'Hughes Agricul- 
tural ‘Courses” closed last Friday at 
Chaffey Union High School with a 
banquet on the lawn, served by 
members and associate members of 
the class. 

During the two weeks of the 
course, under direction of Merton FE 
Hill, principal, and ‘Charles J. Booth, 
head of the department of agricul- 
ture at Chaffey, the students consid- 
ered every phase of agricultural and 
other associated classes 

J. B. Lillard, state supervisor of 
agricultural educatioW, came down 
from Sacramento for the first week 
of the course, and gave daily lee- 
tures. 

Members of the Chaffey faculty 
who have been developing the Smith- 


Hughes courses at our local high 
ischool discussed their particular 
branches of the work on different 
days. Those associated with the 


work in this way were: KE, W. Fiseh 
er, H. W. Hawkinson and W. W, Ma 
ther. 

Chaffey Union High School was 
one of the first schools in California 
to qualify for state and federal aid 
jand supervision under the Smith 
Hughes act, and supervisors who 
|have inspected the work here state 
‘that it compares very favorably with 
the best in the nation, 

Wach boy who takes the 
Hughes work must care for some 
agricultural project outside of his 
school hours. Usually he goes to 
school in the morning and works af- 
;ternoons, though when the project 
demands steady work for a few days 
his classes are arranged so that he 
can be at home, He must keep an 
accurate account of receipts and ex- 
penses, and a record showing the 
time that he has put in’ on his pro- 
ject. His school studies are grouped 
around the project and his work at 
home is inspected by the school 
teachers, advice is given, and school 
credit is allowed toward graduation. 

Chaffey students have projects 
ranging from a twenty-acre orange

Three Vacation Periods of Two 
Weeks Each Planned for Boys 
of District. Name Camp in 
Honor of Roosevelt. 


Under the auspices of the Pomona 
\}'sirict Boy Seout ‘Couneil the Boy 
‘Scout camp in Lytle Creek canyon, 
called Camp Roosevelt, in honor of 
one of the chief patrons of the Boy 
Scout movement, opened Monday 
morning for a season of six weeks 
during which nearly all of the mem- 
bers of the local Scout troop will 
spend one or two weeks in the ex- 
cellent accommodations provided for 
the boys. ‘The final preparations for 
the coming of the boys were made 
late on Saturday evening by members 
of the Scout council and those who 
have been assisting in the work of 
making the camp ready for the sea- 
son, 

Arranged to accommodate about 60 
boys, Camp Roosevelt will be the 
scene of much activity during the 
‘rest of July and the month of Au- 
gust. Scout Executive Gerald Dene- 
ibrink, of Pomona, who is to be in 
charge of the eamp during the sum- 
mer, went to the camp on Monday 
morning with the cook who will pre- 
pare the meals for the hungry boys 
and with enough provisions to. last 
for several days. The camp will not 
be crowded during the first week as 
no troop in this district is going to 
the camp, but about a dozen boys 
are expected during the week to as- 
sist in the opening of the camp. 

Camp Roosevelt is located at the 
mouth of Lytle Creek canyon and 
the buildings which compose the 
camp are those formerly used as the 
residence of the forest ranger of 
that district, The house and other 
buildings and twenty ncres of moun- 
tain land have been leased by the 
Scout counell and {t provides an ex- 
cellent place for the activities of the 
Scouts. The house has been — ar- 
ranged to provide the boys with 
sleeping quarters and a large dining 
room. 

The house is surrounded by large 
trees and the mountain stream runs 
|within close proximity of the build- 
ings. The twenty acres of mountain 
land offer the boys the best kind of 
an opportunity to study nature and 
to practice the many crafis of the 
Boy Scouts which deal with the out- 
door life.

THE IGNITION SYSTEM 

James De Camp in California Cul- 
tivator: Electricity is the animating 
force behind production and distri- 
|bution today. We are at the mercy 
jof the mysterious, capricious force 
that Franklin imported from the 
clouds When the nerves of indus- 
try sizzle and crackle with its illim- 
jitable power all processes march 
forward toward completion. When 
jthere is “trouble on the line” ac- 
tion is paralyzed, completely and ef- 
fectively: 

The owner of a truck or tractor 
cannot attach too great importance 
to the functioning of his ignition and 
starting equipment. <A _ slight over- 
sight in inspecting the battery, tight- 
ening connections or patching worn 
insulation with tape may cause sev- 
eral days of delay and make it neces- 
sary to import an electrical expert 
from the nearest town. 

The statement is gaining credence 
that at least 75 per cent of all motor 
troubles are located in the electric 
system. Many of these difficulties 
are the result of sheer ignorance and 
neglect on the part of the owner. 

Perhaps the most mistreated and 
most maligned unit in the electric 
system is the storage battery. Many 
purchasers, particularly of second- 
hand machines, have been utterly 
and blissfully unaware of the fact 
that a storage battery was included 
in their equipment until the exacting 
box of “juice” ceased to function and 
its internals were found to be en- 
tirely wrecked. 
| The tractor is not usually equipped 
with a storage battery unless a 
starting and lighting arrangement 
has been built into the mechanism. 
|Most trucks and practically all pleas- 
ure automobiles are provided with 
|storage batteries, every one of 
which demands attention at least 
twice a month and sometimes more 
often. 

The storage battery must have a 
drink of distilled water about every 
15 days in normal weather’ and 
should be inspected more frequently 
in excessively hot spells. The _ bat- 
tery makers specify that distilled 
water be used because the structure 
and functioning of the battery de- 
mand this particular kind of liquid. 
Faucet water invariably contains 
mineral secretions that will retard 
the current-producing properties of 
the battery and wear it down pre- 
maturely. 

When pouring the distilled water 
follow a definite plan to be sure 
that none of the cells are slighted. 
Using a funnel begin at one end and 
go right through to the ‘other, re- 
placing the caps carefully to prevent 
idamage to threading. When too 
much water is poured into a cell a 
medicine dropper proves very handy 
in removing the required amount. 

Always be careful that the distill- 
ed water covers the plates and yet 
does not come up into the neck of 
the cell where the cap is inserted. 
If the tiny perforations in the cap 
are not kept clear of water and dirt 
that particular cell will not give 
maximum service. Test the caps oc- 
casionally with a pin or broom straw 
but do not blow through them since 
the acid stored in the battery is 
capable of causing very sore and 
unsightly lips. 

The machine owner who desires 
to know just how his battery stands 
should purchase a hygrometer. 
These instruments are inexpensive, 
a good one can be bought for one 
dollar, and leave no room for doubt. 
By registering the specific gravity 
of the liquid in the battery the hy 
grometer gives information that is 
definite and dependable. The instru- 
ment consists of a glass tube 
bulb attachment in which floats an 
indicator with a graduated scale 
Bach cell must be tested carefully 
and the liquid drawn from it re- 
placed before proceeding to the 
next. <A specific gravity of 1.280 in 
dicates normal strength, while a 
completely discharged, non-functioing 








cell will check in about 1.150. With 
this instrument battery trouble can 
beforecast and nipped in the bud to 
prevent delay. 


When a battery becomes worn | 
down one should confer at once with} 
a dependable service station, such as 
are maintained in the larger towns. | 
Often a process of recharging will} 
restore the battery for several

Most 
magnetos are thoroughly foolproof 
and require an infinitesimal amount 
of attention. Trouble that one be- 
lieves to be located in the “mag” 
will usually be discovered some- 
where else on closer inspection. If 
the timing apparatus seems to be 
kicking up a fuss the work of ad- 
justment should be done by an ex- 
pert, although some owners become 
intimate enough with the innards of 
their machines to do this - ticklish 
job themselves. Misguided efforts at 


regulation usually cause aggravation 
of the trouble
